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supply for money for the next three months. In 
this state of case, the citizens of Louisville are ap- 
pealed to to take enough county bonds at 75 cents to 
the dollar to meet the emergencies of the next three 
months' work. We submit to the serious considera- 
tion of the people of Louisville whether this appeal 
should not be met. It is not a subscription of stock or 
the payment of a tax, but the advancement of means, 
yielding 9 per cent, to secure the progress of a great 
enterprise involving the future prosperity of Louis- 
ville. We have already said that no better securi- 
ties can be offered than these countv bonds. We 
hope our city will promptly furnish the money. 

The Defence ok Vera Criz. — The Mexicans 
are preparing for the threatened invasion by the 
Spanish expedition. A late letter states that "the 
works of defence at Vera Cruz, Tampico, and other 
parts of the Republic proceed with activity. Among 
ether movements of troops, 3,000 men have recently 
been cantonized at Jalapa, to be at onoe transferred 
to Vera Cruz in case of necessity. It is stated by 
the Eco National that, in case of war with Spain, 
the President will put himself at the head of the 
Mexican army. Other papers record evidences of 
the greatest enthusiasm, in defence of the soil, 
throughout the Republic. The National Guards of 
Cordova and Tlalpam, in offering their services to 
Comonfort, beg, as a favor, to be permitted to 
march as an advance guard against the enemies of 
their country. Other equally patriotic and chival- 
ric offers of services are constantly being made."

The Louisville and Nashville Railroad — 
Lebanon and Memphis Branches. — We published 
a few days since a communication from the Presi- 
dent of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad ac- 
by a statement of the engineer e xhibit- 
\tbe progress of this work. We have before us 
the report of the president and chief engineer of the 
Clarksville, Memphis, and Louisville road. From 
these documents and from facts known here the fol- 
lowing is gathered: 

On the Lebanon branch, it may be certainly relied 
on, the locomotive will reach New Haven between 
the first and tenth of July, probably by the fourth. 
The entire grade to Lebanon is finished, the cross- 
ties are on the road, and the iron is at the depot 
ground. These facts are assurances that the entire 
track to Lebanon will be complete before the first 
day of October. 

By the report from the Clarksville road it appears 
the company have the means to complete it, with 
State aid, from the Kentucky line across the Ten- 
nessee river; that it has been located to connect 
with the branch contemplated to diverge from the 
main trunk of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
at Bowling Green, passing through Russellville to 
the State line. The Tennessee part of this branch 
has been let out under contract and the work is 
steadily progressing. A day was fixed by the direc- 
tors of the Memphis, Clarksville, and Lonisville 
and the Memphis and Ohio Railroads to agree on a 
point for the union of the two roads. We are in- 
formed that ttfc proposed meeting has been held, 
and it has been agreed that the roads should connect 
at Paris or McLomoresville, Tenn. 

Of the Memphis and Ohio road 56 miles are built 
successful operation; 51) miles are under con- 
rand progressing steadily, leaving only 10 miles 
of light work to reach Paris. The friends of the 
Mem plus branch in Logan are industriously engaged 
in procuring subscriptions of stock and the right of 
ory to a letting at the earliest day. 
statement of the president and engineer, 
it appears that the grade is complete from Bowling 
Green to Fraiikliu, and may be completed to the 
State line before spring; that the entire grade from 
Nashville 30 miles out will be ready for track by 
winter; that the work at the intermediate points be- 
tween the State line and end of the 30 miles is being 
rigorously prosecuted, and that the citizens of that 
end of the road, looking to State aid to secure its 
early completion, have purchased the bonds of the 
counties of Davidson aud Sumner sufficient to in- 
sure a vigorous prosecution for the next four months. 
Thus it appears that the progress of works from the 
ing a connection with I*ouiavUle is 
favorable, and they promise at an early day to 
the rich valley of Green river. In this state 
of case it becomes a matter of importance to the best 
interests of the city of I^uisville to inquire after the 
progress of the work at this end of the line. We 
are informed by the engineer that the work has so 
far progressed as to require only $208,000 to make 
the grade ready for track, passing from the junc- 
tion of Lebanon branch to Green river. It may 
be safely calculated that the track will be laid be- 
yond Rolling Fork before the 10th of August, at.d it 
may be continued to within seven miles of Eliza- 
bethtown before winter. The grade may be com-

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The Increase or Ocean Steamers. — The in- 
crease of ocean steamers may be regarded a» one of | 
the most remarkable features of the age. But a 
few years have gone by since the first experiment 
in made, and now these extraordinary agents of 
commerce and travel may be counted by hundreds. 
According to a list before us, there are no less than 
fourteen steam lines between Europe and America, 
which make five hundred and eighty-six trips per 
annum. The steamer Clyde, running between 
Quebec and Glasgow, and several other irregular 
or transient steamers are not included in this list. 
The aggregate is quite sufficient to allow a calcula- 
tion of upwards of fivo steamship departures per 
week from America to Europe and an equal num- 
ber from Europe to America. Soon, no doubt, we I 
shall have a daily line from each side of the Atlan- 1 
tic, the larger part of which will arrive at and de- i 
part from New York. The German steamers are j 
commonly doing a good passenger business, and a j 
heavy freight is carried by the Havre and some of I 
the Liverpool liners; but it is evident that the j 
amount of business offering is quite inadequate to 
the maintenance of so large and expensive a steam i 
fleet, in addition to the sailing fleet, with which 
they are in direct competition. The New York Jour- j 
nal of Commerce, from which we glean the above 
facts, very justly remarks: "How this strife for the | 
of the ocean will eventuate, is left for the 



Pacotah.— Recent advices from Minnesota go to 
show that the inchoate territory of Dacotah has al- j 
ready civilized settlements located in it, which have J 
been there for many years. It seems that, by the 
act passed by Congress to enable Minnesota to or- 
ganize as a State, the western lioundary was made 
to run along the Red River of the north, from the 
point where it crosses the British boundary, to its 
source in Lake Traverse, and thence through that 
sheet of water and Big Stone Lake to the southern 
end of the latter, where the boundary strikes off due 
south to Iowa. This leaves the county of Pembina 
west of Red River, and in it are located all the set- 
tlers of the Red River colony, and the town of Pem- 
bina. There may be other settlements also in it, for 
it appears the county has elected six delegates to 
the constitutional convention, which would argue 
it to be tolerably populous somewhere. In view of 
the fact th.-.t these people are located Itevrond the ju- 
risdiction lixed by Congress for the future State of 
Minnesota, it is proposed to exclude their delegates 
from the convention, on the ground that they belong 
to the territory of Dacotah for the organization of 
which the Minnesota bill provides. In all likeli- 
hood this will be done, and thus there will be an im- 
mediate necessity for appointing some sort of Gov- 
ernment for them. Everything seems to conspire to 
stimulate progress in the remote West.

On the 1st iii- 
otaiit. in the bullring of Puerto de Santa M iriu. 
Desperdicious met with one of those grievous acci 
dents which sometimes occur even to the most skill- 
ful of these modern gladiators. A bull, savs the 
account which last night arrived and spread trief 
and consternation through Madrid, caught him on 
the right side » ith the left horn, then on t he left 
with the right horu, tossing him, and as he fell caught 
him under the chin, splitting his jaw and driving 
the horn up to the right eye, which it forced out. 
The poor fellow displa>ed the pluck usual in mem- 
ber* of his daugerous craft; he submitted with great 
fortitude to the necessary operations; but the loss of 
blood was so great that it was deemed impossible 
he could survive, aud the last sacraments were ad- 
-ministered Nevertheless on the following morning 
bis state was somewhat better. Ten thousand per- 
sons were spectators of the horrible sight. On the 
same day, El Tato, another well-known bull-tighter, 
was wounded in the leg. In the south, in hot weath- 
er, bull fighting is particularly dangerous, owing to 
the furious excitement of the beasts. Some very 
serious accidents occurred the other day, near 
Madrid, at a festival of S'onUos. or young bull-, 
heid at a village called Getafe.

Eastern. — Several incorrect statements having ap- 
peared in reference to the Great Eastern (now lying 
like a red whale in Mi. Scott Russel's yard at Mill- 
wall, and so frightening people that they cut across 
the river and take refuge by scores in the houses of 
Messrs. Heart and Quartermaine, who administer 
white-bait and iced punch with the most humane 
promptitude), Mr. Punch haslssen requested to pub- 
lish the following information touching the arrange- 
ments on board the vessel. 

Captain Harrison, the captain who has been se- 
lected in contravention of all rules observed in the 
public service, the proprietors of the ship having 
engaged him for the vulgar reason that he was noto- 
riously the best captain on the best line of steamers 
in the world, will merely attend to the comparative- 
ly unimportant dutv of taking care of the vessel. 
But, as there are to be six hundred first class pas- 
sengers, other captains will be appointed to adminis- 
ter to the domestic wants of the floating colony. 
There will be a Dining CapUin, with great carving 
powers, and a miraculous flow of after-dinner ora- 
tory; and there will be a Flirtation Captain, whose 
business it will be to render the brief voyage still 
briefer to the ladies. The former has l>een a Free- 
mason, who has eaten his way into all the honors of 
the craft, and who will hold lodges in the maintop, 
where the proximity of the fire from the chimney 
will be highly convenient for heating the gridirons. 
The latter has Iseen still more carefully selected, and 
is a gentleman whom his wife is about to divorce, 
under the new law, from the incompatibility of his 
red hair with her notions of elegance, and who, un- 
der the same law, will be incapable of marrying 
again. He will therefore have been a family man, 
which makes him respectable, while at the same 
time his attentions can mean nothing. 

The spiritual welfare of the ten thousand inhabit- 
ants of the vessel will be duly cared for. A very 
handsome cbnrch is being built on the after-deck, 
and four chapels, for Methodists, Catholics, Baptists, 
and Independents, are being erected forward. A

Births and marriages will be 
amply provided for, the Directors of the Great East- 
ern undertaking to lie godfathers to any addition 
made to the population during the voyage (a silver- 
smith goes out express to engrave the mugs), and 
berceaunettes may Le had gratis on application to the 
boatswain. The Captain will act as father to any 
young (or other) lady who may succeed, by dint of 
moonlight and Lord Byron, in persuading a gentle- 
man to pay her expenses for the rest of her life, and 
a large young officer is now growing whiskers and a 
brogue, in order to act as a brother, and demand in- 
tentions, on application from any mamma. Cottages 
for the honevmoon are being fitted up larboard side 
by Messrs. Jackson & Graham, and will have pri- 
vate telegraphs to the kitchen, nightingales, and 
Bell's Life. 

Weather permitting, races will tike place at sta- 
ted periods, and the Great Eastern Derby will be a 
feature in the voyage. Once round the vessel being 
third of a mile, the beats will be easily arranged. 
A moveable Grand Stand is being constructed bv 
Messrs. Edgington. The stabling in the vessel will 
afford accommodation for any number of horses, 
and one of the longboats (itself a large steamer), 
can l>e engaged for trial gallops, and be surrounded 
with awning and ordered to cruise at some distance 
in order to insure privacy. 

The betting act not applying to the high seas, an 
office where the odds will be given will be under the 
su|>erintendence of the purser. Other amusements 
will'be provided, an American alley, and a skittle 
ground, being situated on the poop, and a spare boil- 
er being fitted up as a Ca»ino, into which boiling 
water will not be turned without such notice as may- 
be practicable. A theatre is in course of erection", 
and an English dramatic author will be kept in the 
hold with a safety lamp, to translate any French 
piece that may be thrown down to him. 

Two eminent Jew costumiers have contracted to 
supply dresses, and when not engaged in theatrical 
pursuits will be happy to fill up their vacant even- 
ings in being converted, on moderate terms, by any 
passenger who may be going out as a missionary, 
and wish for practice in dealing with his benighted 
brethren. (Extra charge for reading of the tracts.) 
A club room is also being arranged, and candidates 
for the Great Eastern Club had better send in their 
names. Trade, moustaches, political opinions, 
whistling, a short pipe, the habit of asking questions, 
pasyism, or a pug-nose, will exclude. 

Cabstands will be placed at the most convenient 
parts of the ship, and tables of fare and distances 
affixed.

Def alcation ok a Bank Teller in Virginia— 
Attempt to Pouon the Officers of the Ban*.— The fol- 
lowing is an extract from a letter from Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, giving details of a case of remarkable rascali- 
ty, concerning which the Norfolk papers furnish lit- 
tle 



Norfolk, June 22, 1857. 

We have had quite a stir in this place a few days 
past. It seems that certain sums of money have 
been missed from the vaults of the Farmers' Bank 
for several years past, and a number of depositors 
have been short credited from time to time from $20 
to $100. It now appears that the teller, William 
Pannell, is the rogue, and that he has been swind- 
ling the hank ever since he has been there. Pan- 
nell entered the bank as runner, and was promoted 
to the position of teller upftn the death of Mr. Ha- 
tion, the former teller, who died during the fever. 
The late cashier, Mr. Chambrelain, had to pay some 
$1,100 dencienev, and in consequence left the bank. 
The present cashier, Mr. Tunstall, had to make good 
a special deposit of $800. 

It is understood that the former teller had, in more 
than one instance, to refund amounts that were 
found to be short. It has been the custom of some 
of the officers of the bank to retire up-stairs in the 
bank building at 11 o'clock in the morning to par- 
take of a lunch. They went up the other day as 
usual, and found that "arsenic had been introduced 
into their favorite beverage, which they fortunately 
discovered in time. Pannell borrowed the keys of 
the bank the afternoon previous to this, and wag 
seen to come from the room. It is generally con- 
sidered that he knew something about the arsenic. 
You will ask, what will be done with Pannell? A 
warrant was given to an officer on Saturday night to 
arrest him; but he contented himself with'Pannell's 
promise to appear on the following morning. He, 
however, took his friends' advice, and left town for 
parts unknown. Truly, crime in high places is bet- 
ter protected in Norfolk than any place I know of. 
The press here have not a word about this affair — I 
suppose because he was a good Locofoco, and enter- 
tained Gov. Wise when here, upon money which no

Pannell is the son of Wm. Pannell, the late res- 
pected autioneer of Norfolk, well known to the en- 
tire people of Eastern Virginia. 

The Norfolk Herald puts another face on the mat- 
ter, as follows: 

The public mind in onr community has for some 
days past been painfully exercised by rumors touch- 
ing a defalcation of the teller of the Farmers' Bank 
in this city; and various exaggerated statements are 
abroad respecting the amount alleged to have been 
abstracted. Upon this subject we can only say that 
nothing is known officially. We learn that a com- 
mittee of the directory are investigating the matter, 
but at present we are assured nothing lias transpired 
to authorize the over- wrought statements that are in 
circulation, or to cause serious alarm either to the 
Bank or the teller's securities. On an affidavit be- 
fore the Mayor — not emanating, however, from the 
Bank — that officer issued his warrant for the arrest 
of the teller on Saturday night, but it has not yet 
been served.

Anatomical Wondeiis. — At a meeting of the 
Boston Society for Medical Improvement, on May 
11, Dr. J. Mason Warren exhibited two bullets tak- 
en from the body of a convict lately deceased in the 
State prison, and gave the following history of the 
missiles, which we condense from the Medical and 
Surgical Journal. In a fit of jealousy, some eight 
years since, the convict alsove referred to shot nis 
mistress. lie then placed the pistol to his own 
breast and discharged it. The bullets did not touch 
the heart, nor the great vessels connected with it. 
On a post mortem examination of the woman, one 
of the bullets entering her body was found lodged 
in the vertebra; of the chest, and the other struck 
the first rib, was cut in twain by it, one-half re- 
maining there, while the residue of the bullet trav- 
ersed the lung, and suspended itself in the cavity of 
the chest. The wouud caused such hemorrhage and 
compression of the lungs, that she survived the in- 
jury but three days. 

the man, on being wounded, had great inflamma- 
tion of the walls of his chest, but recovered, was 
tried and sentenced to the State prison for life. 
When first confined in the prison he hud a constant 
cough, but otherwise his health was good. He died 
a few weeks since, falling down as if in a lit. On 
examination, it was supposed that some disease of 
the heart would explain his death, but no sufficient 
disease could be detected. The course of the balls, 
however, entering the chest of the deceased, was 
plainly marked by a cicatrice in the upper lobe of 
the left lung, by which they were tracelBto the side 
of the chest. Here they had become i^adually de- 
tached, lunging loose like cherries from a tree, and 
covered with the thin membrane guarding the throat 
and lungs, which had been taken with them in their 
passage to their ultimate resting place — Transcript.

Warder, Rrokaw. & GfciM- were the makers and owners 
of a mowing machine. Tucker fM their agent for the 
sale of the same. i>ean. together with several of hi* neigh- 
bors, desirin;.- tj purchase one. at the Instance of English, 
contracted with mid agent for several of the machine.- to 
be af-ut to tlx- neighborhood at the price of $116 each, with 
freight and char;->-s for their transportation, amounting to 
jM SU. Under this arrangement the machine* were cent to 
Dean, who delivered one of th«m to English, informing 
him at the time of the feet* and terms upon which thev 
were sold, to which the latter acr-ed and received the nia- 
rhine on those terms. Dean having ordered and received 
the machine which waa deHvered to Enp inh. pai<l the i rice 
for it to Warder, Itrokaw, A Child.-, according to tlie terms 
of the contract. 

Dean brought t '.is suit (joining Warder A Co. with him 
a* co-plaintiff*) against Eugbs'u to compel him to pay the 
price of the machiue which the Utter had received and for 
which Dean had paid. 

To hi- petition and amended petition setting forth the 
foregoing facta English demurred, specifying the following 
grounds of objection:

Warder A Co. had the right to look to him as well as to 
the defendant. The effect of Dean's paying the debt mm 
to transfer to>tnd invest him with all the rights of Warder 
A Co. as against English. But whether bound or not, 
and co needing tliat his payment was merely voluntary, 
the liability of Kuglish was not thereby discharged, lie is, 
in nither aspect of the case, unquestionably bound either 
to the manufacturers or to Dean for the price of the ma- 
chine he has received; and upon either hypothesis they 
were all properly joined as plaintiffs in the action. 

3. The second ground of demurrer to the petition as- 
sume* that Dean was bound to them for the debt, and that 
a payment by him was a discharge of his obligation to 
them, as well as of their claims against English. It results, 
therefore, as before intimated, that Dean became the equi- 
table assignee of the claim of Warder A Co., and thereby 
acquired a right of action, upon that claim, against defend- 
ant. But under the civil code (Sec 31) he could not main- 
tain the action in His own name, without making the firm 
of Warder 6t Co. defendants or co-plaintiffs. This rule of 
practice, so far from prejudicing the rights of Kuglish, in 
absolutely necessary to his protection, enabling hint to set 
he may have against all or any

transaction. Besides, under the civil code (Sec. IM

Powell, Ac, vs. Gossom, appeal from Warren circuit 

The principal question which arose in this case was in 
reference to the right of the husband as tenant by thecour 
tesy in the lands belonging to his wife, which had been 
rented out for her by her guardian before her marriage, 
and which continued to be rented out by the guardian du- 
ring the coverture, the husband, however, receiving the 
re nts and profits during that time. 

Judge SiinpMin delivered the opinion of the court. 

Held— The receipt of the rents and profits is deemed a 
sufficient seizin in the wife to entitle the husband to an es- 
tate in the land, as tenant by the courtesy. (Pitt vs. 
Jackson, 3 Bro., 51; Morgan vs. Morgan, 5 Madd. Rep., 
14-). 

The possession of the lessee for years is the possession of 
the wife, and is such an actual seizin in the wife as to enti- 
tle the husband to bis courtesy (4 Kent's Com., 29). 

If, then, the possession of the tenant, who had leased the 
land from the guardian, was. in law, the possession of his 
ward, the wife was in possession by hi

J of the ward, the power of the guar- 
dian as such ceased. He acted subsequently, in leasing 
the land and in collecting and paying the rents to the hus- 
band , as the agent of the latter. As the land was undivi- 
ded and the wife was entitled only to one-third of it, the 
guardian, who was managing the other two-thirds for his 
wards, was permitted bv the husband to lease out the whole 
of i t, he receiving one-third of the rents and profits arising 
therefrom. It thus appears that the wife wm in possession 
by her tenant at the time of the marriage, that the husband 
received the rent- and profits during the coverture, and 
consequently there was such an actual seizin as entitled 
the latter to his courtesy. 

The iietition filed by John G. Powell, as heir at-law of 
the wife, in which he asserted the right to the 
possession of the land, n 
still alive, was. therefore. 

Judgment affirmed. 
Breeding. Ac, vs. Stamper, from Letcher Circuit. 

On the 3d of March. Is44, Willliani Stamper, Sr.. In con- 
sideration of his being maintained during his natural life 
by his son, Wm. M. Stamper (appellee), gave the latter a 
bond to convey to him certain tracts of land lying in 
Letcher count v. 

Subsequently to the execution of this bond, appellant 
Breeding puchased the same land from Wm. stamper, Sr., 
and received a deed for it from the latter. 

This suit was instituted by the appellee to enfore the 
tl tie bond executed to him by bis father, and to cancel and 
annul the deed of the Utter to I '.reeding. 

Breeding, in his answer, denied that he had any knowl- 
edge, whatever, of the equitable title aet up and relied up- 
on by the plaintiff until after he had purchased and paid 
for the Und and obtained the legal title to it. He also al- 



he was here attempting to assert; aud had actually pur- 
chased from him. subsequently, part of the same land by 
a verbal contract, thereby recognizing the rattdtty of his 
previous purchase'. He called upon appellee to respond 
on oath to all these allegations. 

Appellee in his reply denied that Breeding had no 
notice of his title bond until the institution of this suit- de- 
nied that Breeding ever paid anything for the land without 
full notice of appellee's claim; denied that he consented to 
Breeding's purchase from his father; admitted that his 
brother gave him an order to Breeding for a part of the 
purchase money, and that he received the same, but "he 
informed Breeding of his superior title, and that he intend 



This Yon: Pitches. — It is now pretty certain 
that there will he a good crop of peaches in seedling 
trees in this vicinity, though the crop of the finer 
budded varieties will be quite short. There are 
some kinds of feedlings which if properly thinned 
on the trees will he very acceptable fruit, and, if 
brought to market in good order, will bring good 
prices. To secure the greatest advantage from this 
crop, it is absolutely necessary to begin now by 
thinning the fruit where it is too thick on the trees. 
The fruit should be thinned by hand, and should 
not be left closer together than six or eight inches, 
according to the size the fruit will attain when ma- 
ture — the largest peaches requiring the most room. 
This process may seem tedious, it is so, but a mo- 
ment's reflection will show that it "will pay'', in fact 
we do not know of any work that will pay better. 
Seedling trees that are quite full, if allowed to ripen 
their load without attention, will produce little, dry, 
worthless fruit, that even in a season of scarcity 
will not pay for marketing, yet they may be so 
much improved by being properly thinned, that they 
will bring line prices. The fruit will be much 
larger, better colored, and instead of being dry and 
flavorless will be juicy and luscious, so much so that 
you will be tempted to gather it with more care and 
send it to market with some regard for its appear- 
ance when it arrives there. We therefore urge every 
one who has seedling peach trees with full crops of 
fruit on them to begin now and thin them properly. 

Tiik Augusta axd Solfeterrk Roses.— We see 
by the last report of the Kentucky Horticultural So- 
ciety that the worthy secretary puts after the name 
of the Augusta that of the Solfeterre in brackets 
with a note of interrogation, implying a doubt 
whether they may not be identical. We have heard 
florists say that they were so, but others quite as 
well qualified to judge say they are different, and 
that the Augusta is the better rose of the two. 

Now the province of the Kentucky Horticultural 
Society is to settle all such questions as this, and 
we call upon them to investigate the matter this 
season and give the public the result. If they are 
identical, then a gross imjiosture has been practiced 
on the community, and many thousands of dollars 
have been fleeced from the confiding amateurs of our 
land by a respectable firm of nurserymen, but, if 
the Augusta is different from and superior to the 
Solfeterre, tlie rose has l>een sufficiently disseminat- 
ed in the hands of experienced florists to remove all 
doubts in the matter. We hope the Society will, 
through a judicious committee, or in some other 
way, settle this question, as there are many anxious 
for correct information on the subject and look to 
them for it.

At a called meeting of the Mechanic Fire Co. No. 1, held 
Tuesday evening, June Pi, 1M57, the following preamble 
and resolutions were unanimously adopted:

Ploughing Among Corn, &c. — Among the im- 
provements of modem times we should not omit to 
name the Cultivator. And although we object to 
the plan of wholly superceding the plough, we agree 
tliat in numerous cases the cultivator is a better im- 
plement between the rows than anv of our ploughs. 

On a green sward furrow the cultivator works ex- 
tremely well, for the sod lies quite light enough, 
and should not be torn up or disturbed till it has 
time to rot. The cultivator is a substitute for the 
small harrows which fanners were introducing thirty 
years ago to avoid disturbing the green sward fur- 
row. But the cultivator has better claws than the 
common harrow teeth, as they render the surface 
more light and suitable for the extension of the roots 
or plants. 

We have on our own farm a cultivator with steel 
teeth, which are made of wrought steel. This is 
superior to any cultivator which we have seen used 
on any firm. The cast iron teeth in common use 
are not just the article which farmers want. They 
are not so easily kept bright as the wrought articles 
are, and therefore do not work as well. 

But let us not suppose that the horse plough, the 
old common horse plough, is to be abandoned on 
stirring the ground between the rows and the drills.

Peak Bijght. — We are pleaded always to receive 
from correspondents the results of actual experi- 
ments. The following experiment may be found 
worth repeating by persons whose pear trees may be 
effected with this disease. For several years past, 
the "tire blight" has been less common than former- 
ly, and the exemption of the trees referred to may 
be iu some measure attributed to this fact; yet, any 
one having valuable trees effected with blight will 
do well to try the experiment on them. Soap-suds 
is a valuable manure for healthy pear trees, making 
them vigorous and productive without adding very 
materially to their wood growth. The use of it, 
therefore, cannot do harm and may do good. 

In all cases of blight in pear or any other tree, 
the first thing to be done is to cut off the diseased 
part well down into the sound wood, and this must 
be done even if the tree is thereby reduced almost 
to a stump. We regard any application to the soil 
rather as a preventive than a cure; the knife, we 
think, is the only remedy when the disease has 
shown itself : 

To the Editors of the Louisville. Journal: 

Hopkinsville, June 17, 1857. 
Gkxtlkmex: Fruit growers suffer annually great 
loss from the destruction of pear trees by fire blight, 
as it is termed, and I have heard of no certain reme- 
dy for it. In 1849 I settled in this county. In the 
garden were six large pear trees, all very much in- 
jured by fire blight, manv limb* of two and three 
inches diameter entirely dead and all injured. The 
first summer I had all the soap-suds, after the family 
washing, thrown around the roots of three of these 
trees. They soon appeared to revive, and are now 
in full health and vigorous growth. Two years 
since, finding I had succeeded with the first trees, I 
liegan the application to the other three trees. One 
was so far gone that it will die, but the .other two, 
althwugh half the limbs on them were rotten and 
filling off and the few leaves they put forth yellow, 
curled, and sickly at the time I commenced the ap- 
plication, yet they now are sending forth a new aud 
vigorous growth of healthy looking roots, and have 
every appearance of yet being thrifty and valuable 
trees". The experiment is easily tried by all, and I 
now feel confident it will succeed.

Currant Wink. — [In compliance with a recent 
request of a correspondent, we asked for information 
in relation to the manufacture of current wine, of 
Dr. Sylvester of Lyons, N. Y., who has been very 
successful in making current wine, for several years 
past, and who provides it exclusively for medicinal 
purposes. Tlie following is a statement of the 
method, which he has kindly furnished us. — Eds.] 

Wine can lie made from the juice of the currant, 
combined with water and sugar, in almost any pro- 
portions, but the quality will depend upon the pro- 
portions and mode of manufacture. 

The currants should be fully ripe, and grown with 
a full exposure to the sun, except such shade as may 
be given by their own bushes, properly trimmed and 
cultivated. The currants should not be over ripe. 
Every one has probably noticed that currants eaten 
in September and sometimes earlier have an acid 
flavor, which is entirely different from the rich acid 
peculiar to the well cultivated currant. If over ripe 
thev are usually shrivelled a little, and are then un- 
fit for first quality wine. 

The currants should be picked and the juice ex- 
pressed from them before fermentation commences, 
which will happen in a day or two after they are 
gathered in warm weather. In a small way, the 
juice may be expressed by squeezers. I usually 
grind them in a hand cider mill, several bushels at a 
time, and express the juice in the press. Let the 
juice lie well strained and added to the sugar, and 
then add water until all the sugar is dissolved; put 
it in tlie cask, and fill according to the recipe No. L 

I have tried various proportions. In 1850 I made 
seven barrels according to the recipe marked No. L 
and have three or four barrels now on hand, so that 
we are sure it keeps well, being now six years old, 
and is generally declared to be very superior, though 
some think it too sweet. It is prescribed by physi- 
cians as a tonic, and sells readily at $1 50 per gal- 
lon. 

I shall make the next according to recipe No. 2, 
which will be less sweet, and / think will keep well. 
Recipe No. 1—10 gallons pure juice; 

100 pounds good sugar; 
Water sufficient to fill 40 gal. cask. 
Recipe No. 2 — 10 gallons pure juice; 

80 pounds good sugar; 
20 gallons water. 
Mix well, and put into a very strong cask (alcohol 
barrels), in a cool, dry cellar, and bung up tight, vent 
hole and all. If the cask is old, do not bung up tight; 
if you do you may find your liquor turned into low 
wines on the cellar bottom. If you do not stop your 
barrel tight, it is liest to put a piece of gauze "over 
the bunghole, td keep the flies, &c., out. Let the 
wine remain in the cask three months, and carefully 
rack it into another before removing the "original 
package." After nine months more it will be fit to 
bottle, and grows better every year for seven years, 
and how much longer I am not able to say. The 
manner of using the currant wine, to obtain the 
greatest tonic effect, will be given in a future No.
